DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Serial Bus 37 in Fig. 1; AD0...AD13 in Fig. 2; all elements in Fig. 4. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Endo et al., 5,535,169, in view of Stevens et al., 6,636,957. 

Endo et al., 5,535,169, discloses in Fig. 5 a memory device comprising; 
memory banks BANK#0 to BANK#3; 
command decoder control circuit 12; 
chip select signal CS; 

automatic bank select signal generating circuit 32; 
bank select signals BSO to BS3; 
address buffer 14; 

a pair of clock signals CLK and CKE; 
refresh address counter 24. 

What is not shown in Fig. 5 of Endo et al., 5,535,169, is the memory module and 
the serial presence detect SPD. 

Stevens et al., 6,636,957, discloses in Fig. 5 a memory module 570 including 
serial presence detect SPD memory 572. 
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It would have been obvious under 35 USC 103(a) to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention was made to modified Endo et al., 5,535,169, by Stevens 
et aL, 6,636,957, for the purpose of compactness and providing information (see lines 
15-29, column 10 of Stevens et al., 6,636,957).
